Supreme Court Movie Ruling 


Leaves Censors Confused 


Washington —(NC) — The Su-| 
preme Court decision on two mo-' 
tion pictures has left censors ina 
half-dozen states and some 50 
cities shaking their heads con-| 
fusedly and looking to the jus-! 
tices to explain just what the de- | 
cision means. | 

The court ruled unanimousty to 
reverse state bans on “La Ronde,” 
a French film, and “M,” an Ameri-| 
can production. New York State’ 
had banned “La Ronde” on the 
grounds that the film is immoral. 
Ohio had banned “M” on the 
grounds that it incited to crime. | 

By harking back to a 1952 de- 
cision on “The Miracle,” the Su- 
preme Court justices called these 
grounds vague and indefinite. 

An analysis of the court’s action 
by the National Council of Catho-| 
lic Men concluded that the court 


was “itself guilty of vagueness.” | 

Sent to NCCM affiliates, the an-| 
alysis said: “No one, not even con-| 
stitutional lawyers, is prepared to. 
state the exact meaning of the! 
ruling, or what implications it 
holds. 

“This decision, per se, does not 
directly affect the right of states 
and municipalities to refuse to li- 
cense motion pictures which vio- 
late their statutes. It does not in- 
validate state or municipal censor- 
ship. 

“However, it is reasonable to 
assume, it will leave state and’ 
local government censorship bodies | 
in doubt as to the legality of their| 
action in censoring motion 
tures. This may result in a reluc-| 
tance on the part of censorship | 
bodies to censor on the basis of 
‘immorality,’ ‘obscenity,’ and ‘in- 
citement to crime.’”

Traub declared: “I see nothing 
thus far which in anywise indi- 
cates that we cannot ban or delete 
a picture on the ground that it is 
immoral.” He added he was “very 
much disappointed” that the court 
had not clarified the matter. 

Dr. Clyde Hissong, Ohio’s chief 
censor had the gloomiest comment: 
“The ruling doesn’t leave us much 
on which to base rejection of a 
film. If you can’t bar a picture be- 
cause it is immoral or because it 
incites crime, what can you ban it 
for. Obscenity maybe, but that’s 
already ruled out by the film in- 
dustry itself.” 

The Mayor of Boston, John B. 
Hynes, declared that that city will 
continue to ban any movies which 
might offend racial or religious 
groups, or might tend to cause 
riot.

Services that can be performed include friendly visiting, writing 


letters, shopping, preparing meals, sitting with a patient to relieve the 
burdened family and oftentimes making things ready for a sick call 


by the priest. 


Charity to the aged is another important phase of the work. The 
fact that people are living longer does not necessarily mean that they 
are living more happily or more usefully. Boredom and the feeling of 
uselessness is often the greatest trial that this group has to contend 


with. Service to the aged may include transportation to and from | 
church, taking them for drives and just generally keeping them in 


touch with parish and community life. 


Enlisting them in some work 


for the parish, spiritual or otherwise, that they can perform will serve | 
to make them feel both loved and useful once more.

Christiandom could not be wrong,” and 
held with other philosophers that “uni- 
versal belief is a criterion of truth.” 

Debaters will often select a single 
opponent to match a score of the most 
brilliant theologians who defend the 
belief which he attacks.

It was bad enough when 
we tried to understand electronics 
in black and white; now when we 
hear of the hundreds of tubes be- 
ing used in a color transmitter, we 
are completely awed—and give up. 

So we sit back,relax and enjoy 
television. Capable columnists give 
us advice on the quality of shows, 
and we eliminate programs our 
children should not be seeing. But 
it’s all passive. We don’t think of 
television as a medium we can use 
in our private lives, in our Alta 
Societies and Holy Nafhe Societies. 
We've let television scare us away, 
which is too bad.

tice from the time of the Apostles. 
St. Paul baptized people while he 
was in prison; and he speaks of 
baptizing whole households. The 
early Christian writers refer to 
both ways—because Baptism, be- 
ing necessary for salvation, must 
be available to every one.

Questions For The Class 


CLASS: Yes, they take that atti- 
tude despite the fact that Christ 
made it very clear that it is 
(John—3:5). They seem to make 
more of the manner of baptizing 
than they do of baptism itself. 


But does not that Scripture text 
read “unless a ‘man’ be born 
again?” 


CLASS: Yes, but the original 
does not read that way. In both 
the Latin and the Greek the text 
reads “unless anyone be born 
again of water and the Holy 
Ghost.” 


Is that the reason Catholics bap- 
tize infants? 


CLASS: That is one of the rea- 
sons. Another reason is that every 
baby born into the world is taint- 
ed with Original Sin, whieh must 
be removed by Baptism before 
sanctifying grace can be. brought 
to the soul. 


Why does the Catholic Church 
require converts who may have 
been baptized, to be rebaptized? 

CLASS: It is because there is 
reason to doubt the validity of the 
first Baptism. If Baptism is nec- 


essary for salvation, we cannot as- 
sume that “all” Baptisms outside 
the Catholic Church were valid. 
We make sure that the person is 
validly baptized. 

Could one receive validly any 
Sacrament if his Baptism were not 
performed validly? 

CLASS: No, Baptism is always 
the first Sacrament to be received 
and conditions the soul through 
sanctifying grace to receive other 
Sacraments. 


Who were the Anabaptists? 
CLASS: They were a small sect,

story. 

Mr. Marshall gave some extreme- 
ly helpful suggestions for our 
young writers. These I will put 
down for you in next week's col- 
umn. Today I want to tell you the 
story Mr. Marshall told me about 
his conversion, for it is the kind 
of story that all of us can put to 
work in our own lives. 


I asked Mr. Marshall what was 
the first thing that caught his in- 
terest and made him turn his 
thoughts toward the Catholic 
church. This is what he told me: 

One morning when he was six- 
teen years old he happened to be 
passing the Sacred Heart Church 
in Edinburgh, Scotland, where he 
lived. There was no special reason 
for him to go in, but he did. He 
slipped into a pew near the back 
and watched the priest at the altar. 
When Mass was over he hesitated 
a few moments before leaving. 
Suddenly someone tapped him on 
the arm and he looked up to see a 
— aged woman standing by 


m. 

“You’re a stranger here, aren't 
you,” she said. “I noti you com- 
ing in.” The boy said he was. 

“You're not a Catholic are you?” 
she asked. 

“And then,” Mr. Marshall told 
me, “the woman pointed out that 
there could only be one true 
church, and she gave me in a few 
sentences what the faith meant... 
I don’t know who the woman was,” 
he said. “I never saw her again, 
but I always remembered what she 
said, and two years later when I 
was 18 I became a Catholic.” 

This story made a strong impres- 
sion on me. I thought of the many 
times I might have said a helpful 
word and didn’t. I suppose all of 
us allow golden opportunities to 
pass without doing anything about 
them. We think—“perhaps my 
words wouldn’t be welcomed—I 
might be rebuffed.”
